See What A Really Up-To-Date 
School Looks Like — The finest 
modern schools in Canada and over- 
seas will be on view at the 1948 
C.N.E., in the form of scale models. ~ 
One of them will be a reproduction 
of the famed school at Ruslip, near 
London, England, said to be the 
best planned hool ever built. It 
has a cafeteria equipped to supply 
each child with a hot noon meal. 
Menus are arranged so that this 
school meal provides the child with 
at least two-thirds of his necessary 
food requirements. Cost of this 
meal is 26 cents, of which the pupil 
pays 16 cents and the municipality 
the remainder. 


Denmark is sending a model ot 
one of its outstanding schools, as 
are Sweden and the United States. 
Canadian provinces to be represent- 
ed are British Columbia, Alberta, 
Saskatchewan, Mahitoba and On- 
tario. One Ontario model is of 
special interest to nine third-year 
pupils at Western Technical School, 
Toronto, for they spent the last two 
mdnths putting it together. It is 
the attractive and modern Hanna 
Memorial School at Sarnia. Other 
Ontario models will be the Forest 
Hill Collegiate, now under con- 
struction and the Fisher Park 
Schools in Ottawa.

meat .from going bad. Gone also 
would be our ice-box troubles. How 
often have I brought ice back from 
town only to find the men con- 
spicuous by their absence. And if 
you think carrying a fifty-pound 
chunk of ice dawn cellar is fun you 
want to try it some time. Ice“tongs 
are useless in my hands. My 
method was to wrap the ice lovingly 
in a clean towel, hug it to my chest 
and finally arrive, damp, cold and 
breathless at the ice-box down 
cellar.

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The next few weeks are, an ideal 
time for pruning your spring flower- 
ing shrubs such as lilac, forsythia, 
wisteria, bridal wreath and mock 
orange. 


Once these shrubs have ceased 
flowering you can 
attack the old 
shoots — thick as 
a thumb and dark 
colored — cutting 
them out at the 
base in order to 
induce new wood 
which will flower 
more freely. One 

. third or one quar- 
ter of the shrub removed each year 


will’make the chore an easier one.

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Transplanting 

Twenty years or so ago gardeners 
and nurserymen were beginning to 
wonder why transplanting couldn't 
be done in the summer instead of 
just during the spring and fall. So 
they began experiments whieh turn- 
ed out so well that it is predicted 
now that most horticulturists, with- 
in a few years, will be practicing 
“all season planting”. 

The future will also find nurseries 
offering plants of all kinds especi- 
ally prepared for planting, not at 
any one set season, but at the gard- 
ener’s convenience. This will re- 
verse the old rule whereby the gard- 
ener had to set his schedule to suit 
the plant’s condition of growth. 

+ # * 

Roses are an example of what is 
meant. Alert nurserymen nowadays 
are offering roses established in 
pots—some in bud, others in full 
bloom. They may be planted any 
time during the frost-free months. 
Sometimes: they have been started 
in a greenhouse, so that a new rose 
bed may be planted as early in the 
year as weather permits. 

® * * 

it is likely that similar practices 
will before long be taken up in the 
field of flowering shrubs. In the 
first warm weeks of spring the 
shrub border bursts into bloom al- 
most overnight; and it is only then 
that the owner remembers, that he 
neglected to order that flowering 
quince or other shrub which he 
wanted to set out. 

For as a matter of fact, most of 
the flowering and ‘deciduous shrubs 
can be easily and successfully trans- 
planted during the summer months, 
the period immediately following 
the blossoms being ideal for many 
varietics. 

* * * 

Of course, certains precautions 
must) be taken. The following rules 
apply to almost all plants moved 
during the summer months, First— 
the shrubs should be well-establish- 
ed nursery plants. Second — the 
ground should be moist before dig- 
ging and each plant should be dug 
with @ ball of earth attached. Third 
the foliage must be protected with 
with burlap or canvas during the 
moving and plants should not be 
allowed to stand in the full, hot sun. 
Fourth — in the actual planting, 
which should be done with great 
care, the ball of earth should be 
placed in a ‘well-prepared hole and 
water then “flooded in". And, Fifth 
foliage should be sprayed with a 
fine mist each evening for a few 
days and any branches, where the 
foliage has died, cut back.

Need a new carpet for your living- 
room? Well, here’s one that might 
suit—and costs only about $50 per 
square yard. At that rate you could 
tover a room 15x15 feet for some- 
thing around $1250. 

You think that sounds rather steep? 
But this carpet is nylon—and the very 
first of its kind. 

“Like a rare book, or a great etch- 
~iog,” or like a “great aft treasure” 
the manufacturers describe it and sell 
each length with a numbered dated, 
registered, parchment certificate. 

The price tag isn’t entirely set by 
the new material. The firm-make top- 
priced carpeting in any fabric. They 
figure the “new” pattern which intro- 
duced nylon to floors would cost $36 
to $46 in wool. 

It’s a deep, two-level scroll pattern. 

The company describes it: 

“From billowy masses of snow- 
white nylon staple,” the stuff is “dyed 
in singing, vibrant color” (green, 
beige, gray and combinations thereof) 
to make a carpet “in heroic scale, in 
sontinuity flowing curves that seem 
mever to repeat, and in depth of pile 
that adds cloud like softness to firm 
aushioning.”

We are hack in the chicken busi- 
ness again —. with @ hundred eight- 
weck-old pullets. And for the first 
time in our farming experience we 
are raising white chickens — hy- 
brids, Leghorn and Plymouth Rock 
crossed. Most of them look like 
Leghorns, Only a_ little heavier; 
others have a few black feathers 
here and there. After they arrived 
we kept them slitut up for a couple 
of days to get used to their new 
home. On the third day Partner 
and | were putting up snow fenc- 
ing to make a run for them. I could 
hardly wait to gett it finished, so 
anxious was I to see the chickens 
running around. As Partner worked 
on the last post I said to him. — 
“Now can “I let them out?” He 
nodded, so away | went to give the 
chicks their liberty. Eagerly 
crowded through the hatchway and 
then, when most of them were out, 
with one accord they made a bec- 
line for the fence.... and throughy 
it!

Every year countless cans of 
home-preserved fruits, vegetables 


and other foods go to waste because 
of spoilage — and most of this 
spoilage comes directly from im- 
proper methods of canning, or lack 
of care during the process. 


Fermentation 
Caused by yeast organism and 


“may develop in all types of canned 


fruits or frwit juices. Can be iden- 
tified by cheesy alcoholic odor; sour 
taste; bubbles. Pressure, built up in- 
side, may even break jar seal or 
seam of can. Not actually harmful, 
but unpleasant to eat. 


Instead of open kettle method 
use boiling water bath method, be- 
cause More organisms may be pick- 
ed up from the air when you fill 
your jar or can from an open kettle. 
When you heat the food in con- 
tainers, you destroy these organ- 
isms. Always be sure you have 
a good seal. 

Swells 

May occur in “fruits, fruit juices, 
tomatoes and such vegetables as 
greens, mature peas, shelled beans, 
corn. Develops a few days after 
processing and may be detected by 
frothiness and bad odor — or in 
vegetables rancid smell. Gas some- 
times swells cans and bursts jars. 
Not really dangerous but thoroughly 
unpleasant. 

Use clean sound food, clean 
equipment and containers.. Be 
speedy as possible in gathering, pre- 
paring, processing food and cooling 
containers. Keep food cool when 
preparing it for caining; store cans 
in cool place. Don't use any sugar 
with vegetables. . 

Flat Sour 

May develop in tomatoes, tomato 
juice, and vegetables such as peas, 
corn, greens, beans and pumpkin. 
No gas and no change in appear- 
ance of food. But food has sour 
odor, acid or. bitter flavor, cloudy 
liquid. Although not actually poi- 
sonous, food should not be eaten. 


Take saine precautions as for 
Swells. Bacteria that cause Flat 
Sour develop best at 100-130 de- 
grees F. temperature. ‘Don't let 
food stand at this temperature 
before, during or after canning. 
Have food hot when sealed. Cool 


jars or cans quickly after canning. 
Mould 

May develop on any canned food. 
Fuzzy grayish growth ~- slimy tex- 
ture in food. Musty odor. Not 
dangerous in small amounts on 
tomatoes or fruit — remove with 
part of food near it, then boil rest 
of food 10 minutes before eating. 
Remove from jellies or jams. Dan- 
gerous on meats or vegetables, 
which should be burned or buried 
with lye. 

To prevent. mould be -sure you 
have good seal on jars or cans and 
protective paraffin covering for 
jams and jellies...Use pressure can-

organisms from forming on fruits 
and tomatoes. 


Putrefaction 


May happen with fat meats, 
greens, corn, mature beans or peas. 
Food darker than normal, slimy or 
soft. Gas is present, also foul odor. 
Burn food or bury with lye. Never 
taste suspected food — boil 15 to 
20 minutes, while stirring. If foul 
odor increases, destroy immediately. 

Cause of putrefaction is under- 
processing. Follow reliable time 
tables and use pressure canner. 

Botulinum 

May be present in all under-pro- 
cessed meats and vegetables and 
Is Deadly Dangerous. Sometimes 
shows no signs although protein 
foods may have gas present, 
cheesy, rancid or rotten odor, cloudy 
liquid. Boil any suspected food 15 
to 20 minutes while stirring. If 
odor either develops or increases, 
destroy as above. Before even tast- 
ing, all canned meat or low-acid 
vegetables processed by any other 
method than pressure canner should 
be boiled at least a quarter-hour.

The life of the Mennonites in 
the Chaco has been an unending 
struggle agalst nature» In order 
to reach their markets, products 
have to be cargied first in carts 
drawn by’ oxen or horses, then 
transferred to a tiny railroad, then 
floated down the Paraguay River. 

But the Mennonites chief crop— 
long fibred cottori—has made them, 
if not wealthy, at least self suffici- 
ent. Before many weeks have pas- 
sed their ranks will be swelled by 
a notable addition. Toward the end 
of June 1500 Mennonites left the 
Red River Valley in Southern Man- 
itoba and sailed from Quebec on the 
Dutch ship Volendam. Their dest- 
ination was the Paraguayan Chaco 
where the life may be hard, but 
where they hope to find the freedom 
from “worldly influences” that has 
been the goal of stricter members 
of the sect ever since it originated 
in Europe in the 16th century.

During the past few weeks Rus- 
sian progress in Europe appears to 
have slowed dowr considerably, 
and it now seems as if the policy: 
makers in the Kremlin had. decided 
to turn attention toward Asia, at 
least for the time being.

Both these 
are available under different trade’ 
names, The fermate controls the an- 
thacnose disease which causes the 
rotting of tomatoes after arfd some- 
times even before picking. The cop- 
per dust controls leaf diseases.

_ Too drastic pruning of hedges 
during very hot weather may re- 
sult in sunscalding of the leaves 
and twigs too suddenly exposed. 
This is especially dangerous for 
evergreen hedgers or trees. How- 
ever, sumnier pruning will save you 
a lot of trouble with overgrown 
vines and shrubs, such as silver- 
Jace vine, spiraca forsythia, grapes, 
Japanese yew and so forth.

But 
going out to the field with the wag- 
on—now that’s something else 
again.

For those who do a bit of car- 
pentry at home, here’s a hint which 
might be useful.

If you have one 
of these just paint the entire square 
or rule with quick drying white 
enamel or aluminum paint—then 
immediately, with a dry cloth, 
wipe away the excess enamel or 
paint. Then let it dry, and your 
markings and figures will be read- 
able as ever.

Now is the season when work- 
ing farm horses must be care- 
fully watched for signs of over- 
heating. Most of such trouble 
comes on a muggy, cloudy day 
when there is little air movement, 


Watch how hard the horse is 
breathing, and give it rest periods 
often. Animals that do not sweat 
should .be watched too, because 
these are the ones that most often 
go out with heat prostration. 


Treatment of animals suffering 
heat prostration is difficult. Most 
of them die, no matter what you 
do; and those which recover are 
seldom much good for work.

Collar sores on work horses 
should be washed and kept clean, 
but it isn’t advisable to use disin- 
fectants, according to a well- 
known vetinary authority. A quart 
of water with a _ teaspoonful of 
salt in it, or the same amount of 
water’ with two tablespoons of 
soda is good for washing such 
wounds. Most mild lotions or oint- 
ments have a tendency to help the 
wound’ heal—always provided you 
can keep the collar off the animal 
for a few days, not otherwise.

United States 
With @&e signing of a mew con- 
tract: between the United Mine 
Workers and the bituminous coal 
operators, the threat of another 
coal strike is averted, which will be 
welcome news to Canadians and 
Americans as well. With the in- 
creases that were granted, coal 
miners’ wages are topped only by 
those of workers in the building 
trades. But it is hard to begrudge 
them whatever they earn as theirs is, 
to quote John L. Lewis, a “dirty 
and dangerous occupation” — one 
which most folks would shun even 
at several times the rate of pay. 


How it will affect retail coal prices .. 


is.hard to say. In the past each im- 
provement in wages and working 
conditions has meant a tremendous 
increase in output. If the same 
thing happens again possibly some 
of the increased cost will be absorb- 
ed instead of being passed on to the 
consumer—possibly, but not very 
probably. 


France 
Throughout France the feeling 
seems to be growing that war may 
break out at any moment—a feeling 


probably inspired by threatening 
Russian behavior in Berlin. Nor 


are the French people under any 
illusions-as to what will be the re- 
sult as far as their country goes. 
They realize that there is no mili- 
tary force in Europe strong enough 
to even slow down the Soviet war 
machine, and that the Russians 
could overrun France and push 
right through to the English Chan- 
nel with hardly a pause. In Paris 


people are saying “War will just 


mean two million Frenchmen exiled 
to Siberia.” 

This defeatist attitude is strength- 
ened by reports that Communists 
working in French war plants are 
resorting to sabotage. Officers in 
charge of armored equipment say 
that before putting newly arrived 
tanks and military vehicles into op- 


eration they first have to pull them 
apart to look for such things as steel 
shavings in the cylinders and bolts 
in the crank cases. 
Finland 
Finland has just held its first 
election in over three years. The 


big issue, naturally, was commun- 
ism versus anti-communism. With 
the shadow of Russia so close, and 
with the Reds so strong within its 
own borders, Finland has,been fol- 
lowing a policy of guarded friend- 
liness toward the Soviet Union, but 
has still managed to show a bit 
more independence than is usual 
for countries within the Russian 
sphere of influence. 

Last April, at Stalin's “request” 
Finland signed a pact of mutual 
assistance with the Soviet, which 
many accepted as a sign that Russia 
was about to take over. 

But Finnish elections are about 
the freest in Europe. They have the 
secret ballot and before the voting 
begins the chairman in each dis- 
trict must turn the ballot-box up- 


side down to prove that it ls empty.:

One is that Tito has been 
getting too nationalistic and inde- 
pendent to suit Stalin’s taste, and 
that the top brass in Russia has 
always disliked the thought. that 
Tito came to power “under his own 
steam” rather than with their aid. 

A second theory is that Yugosla-

Because of the nature of its 
breeding places, and its habit of 
crawling over all manner of filth, 
the fly is a carrier of many disases 

. of man, domestic animals and poul- 
try. Many health authorities agree 
that it is largely responsible for the 
spread of dysentery, typhoid fever, 
and many parisitic worms. 


Like any other campaign against 
diseases and insects, fly control 
should be carefully planned to take 
advantage of the insects’ habits and 
breeding customs, so that attack 
can be made from every possible 
angle. Entomologists give the fol- 
lowing advice for practises to be 
followed in all “all-out” anti-fly 
war. 

& * * 

Manure piles and other known 
breeding places of the fly should 
be sprayed with a fifty per cent 
DDT wettable powder, mixed at 
the rate of one pound of powder to 
eight gallons of water. This spray- 
ing will destroy both the develop- 
ing maggots and the egg-laying 
adults. 

* & * ‘ 

Every four to six weeks walls 
and ceilings of barns: and stables 
should be sprayed with a solution 
containing one pound of fifty per 
cent DDT wettable powder in one 
gallon of water. This amount of 
spray should cover approximately 
1,600 square feet of surface. 

= = * 


Farm animals should be sprayed 
with a solution of one pound of 
wettable DDT powder in from ten 
to twenty gallons of water With 
this protection against the bother- 
some pests, they should show ap- 
preciablé gains in weight, and cows 
will be much easier to handle milk 
ing time.

As fot the home—a fly-free house 
and kitchen is made possible by the 
use of DDT household sprays 
around window sills, doors, screens 
and ali other places where flies 
gather, or are likely to try and 
enter the house. .

Russia grows millions of tons of 
sunflowers every year. The Gov- 
ernment of Queensland announces 
that it will devote half a million 
acres to the growing of sunflowers, 
chiefly for the purpose of feeding 
pigs: And the British Government

While we have yet to hear of any 
great revival in the buggy-whip 
business, it’s a fact that in at least 
three United States colleges—Mich- 
igan State, Rutgers and California— 
they have courses designed to turn 
Cait gee duates in—of all things! the 
an of horseshoeing. 

More collegéb®soon are expected 
to be offering similar 14-week 
courses, with no worries about 
placement of the graduates. Accord- 
ing to the president of the United 
States Trotting Association, the 
young men who complete these 
courses are simply rushed into wait- 
ing jobs. The tremendous demand 
for their services comes from prac- 
tically every state of the union. 

The reason,it seems, is the wide- 
spread revival of harness racing, 

which is now flourishing is the 
U.S. from coast to coast and from 
the Gulf of Mexico to points in this 
country. 
‘ Trained in 14 Weeks 

Most of the old time horseshoers 
have departed this earthly scene. 
Until recently, few youngsters tried 
to replace them, and the sport of 
harness racing got into a bad way 
as a result. Half a dozen years ago 
or so, less than 4,000 trotters and 
pacers campaigned annually in the 
U.S. In 1947, however, the number 
was close to 9,000. Yet there were 
fewer horseshoers than back in 1940 
and 1941. As a result, the man who 
owned a trotter or pacer, and need- 
ed shoes in a hurry, often found

himself in a serious dilemma.

Shoes Made To Order 

Shoeing horses for harness racing, 
however, apparently is a specialized 
branch of the business. Even in the 
case of running horses, shoes can 
be manufactured in wholesale 
quantities, since they are standard- 
ized small, thin plates. But shoes 
for a harness horse must be made to 
order. A style of shoe which would 
fit a certain harness horse perfectly 
might be all wrong for another and 
cause him to go into frequent breaks 
in his gait. 

As in the case of every other ac- 
cessory to locomotion, the tendency 
now jis to make horseshoes lighter 
and lighter. In the old days, two- 
pound shoes for harness horses were 
no exception, the thought being that 
so much weight would cause them 
to hold truly to their gait.

six-ounce shoes, and the present 
aim is to make them considerably 
lighter.

Britain Invaded 
By Potato Bugs 


From London -comes word of a 
half-inch-long bug that has accom- 
plished what Hitler and his legions 
were never able to do—get past the 
sea-girt islands’ defences and ac- 
tually invade Britain. 

The new invader is the black-' 
striped Colorado beetle, which 
threatens the 1,500,000-acre potato 
crop. He comes from Europe, 
where his grubs feed on potato 
leaves, destroying the plants. 

Some, of the beetles, which 
acientists say came to Europe from 
Colorado 80 years ago, have been 
found aboard ships docking at 
British ports. 

Now incoming cargoes are scrut- 
inized closely—there’s @ fine for 
bringing in beetles deliberately— 
while in farms throughout south- 
ern England and the » Midlands 
hired hands, land army girls and 
voluntary workers patiently comb 
potato fields for traces of the pest. 
Tractors have been pooled to pull 
spray equipment through the fur- 
rows. 

The agriculture ministry is dis: 
tributing an insecticide to stamp 
out serious outbreaks. The insect- 
icide is injected into the ground. 
This kills not only the beetle but

derside of the leaves and awak-

While some of the more pretent- 
ious gardens are not yet back to 
their pre-war elegance, they are real- 
ly wonderful to see. . 

I visited Blenheim castle at Wood- 
stock, one of the largest and finest 
in England. Before the war 60 gar- 
deners were employed all the time. 
The wall around the grounds ‘Is 
twenty miles around. 

Most of these large homes gave up 
part of the buildings for war work 
and at Blenheim there are still a 
number of shacks built by the Min- 
istry of works that spoil the view of 
the castle. 

This castle which is the home of 
Duke of Marlborough, covers three 
acres, and is set in grounds which 
cover 2,500 acres. 

The ayenues and trees are said to 
have been set out to represent a plan 
of the Battle of Blenheim with 4 
tree for each soldier that fell. One 
avenue stretches for two miles from 
the palace. . 

There are Italian gardens, flower 
gardens, rock gardens and others 
making a gorgeous show place. 

On another day I visited Hampton 
Court Palace. The gardens here may 
not be as fine as before the war, but 
are beautiful today and must cover 
thousands of acres. There were ir 
mense beds of tulips, and many other 
flowers. 

Hampton Court was built in the 
reign of Henry VIII by Cardinal Wol- 
sey who had a household staff of 500 
and 280 richly furnished rooms were 
always prepared to receive guests. 

Cardinal Wolsey turned Hampton 
Court over to Henry VIII who 
brought there as his Queens Anne 
Boleyn, Jane Seymour, Anne of 
Cleves, Catharine Howard and Cath- 
erine Parr. 

Other kings and queens who lived 
or held court here were Edward VT, 
Mary, Flizabeth, James I, Anne, 
Charles I, Charles II and George I. 
The only reason that it escaped des- 
truction during Oliver Cromwell's, 
time is that he had it retained for 
his own use. In Queen Victoria's time 
nearly 1,000 rooms were made into 
45 separate apartments granted by 
the sovereign to widows or children 
of distinguished servants of the 
Crown, 

One of the most famous features of 
Hampton Court is the Maze, but one 
does not need to go there to get lost. 
It is quite easy to do that in the 
gardens and grounds. 

Hampton Court Palace is now pre- 
served as an “ancient monument anal 
historical building” by the Ministry 
of Works and it is visited by thous- 
ands daily. 

From Hampton Court boat trips 
may be taken on the river Thames 
in one direction to Windsor and in 
the other to Kingston, Richmond and 
London, , 

The river is bordered” by lovely!

Privet ig one of the most popular 
of all shrubs for hedging; and far 
too often it is so badly grown and 
tended that it looks nothing Hke 
what it should—a “solid wall of 
living green.” Usually bought in 
two or three-foot sizes, it is mis- 
takenly cut straight across the top 
at planting time. This causes ex- 
cessive growth at the top while the 
base remains bare. 

ae * e 


Proper pruning is essential if you 
want privet—or any other deciduous 
shrub — to form a dense green 
growth at the base. When planted 
privet should be cut to within four 
inches of the ground, or at the most, 
six inches. Other deciduous shrubs 
should be cut to within twelve inches 
of the ground. 

* at * 

If the growth is vigorous right 
from the start, the hedge may be 
cut back in July or early August at 
a point about eight inches above the 
previous cutting. But if a late start 
—bad weather or poor soil has pre- 
vented much crogress since plant- 
ing, it is just as well to delay the 
shearing till the following spring, 
when the hedge can be cut to a 
point from nine to twelve inches 
above the previous cutting. 

* * * 


From then until the hedge reaches 
the full height desired, upright 
shoots should be cut twice a year, 
as in this way many side shoots get 
chance to develop and a thick 
hedge is formed. Sides of the hedge 
should be cut more frequently than 
the top for the same reason. As 
soon as two inches—or at most three 
~appear, your hedge clippers should 
be brought into use. t

Old hedges that have been allow- 
ed to get straggly present a real 
problem as no amount of shearing’ 
at the top will induce them to form 
dense greenery at the bottom. All 
you can do is cut them all the way 
back to within six-inches of the 
ground, after which they will grow 
up properly. This DOES NOT 
APPLY to evergreens, which will 
not grow up. again if cut down.

Their positions, therefore, can 
bear little relation to existing roads 
and trails. Mr. Bisbing must be 
prepared at any moment to climb a 
mountain or slog through a down- 
pour or a blizzard to repair a bea- 
con. 

Late last March he drove 50
